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1. The Yugoslav Army Traffic Administration (Seobracajaa Uprava) ie under 
the control of the Minietry of Hational Defense and subordinate t Esar 
Hoadquarters, Its min offices are located in Belgrade at the intersection 
of Nemanjina and Milosa Velikog Streets. 

2. According to an agreement between the Ministry of Communications and the 
“inistry of National Defense (cated mid-1946), travel fares of military 
personnes) are chargeable ageinst regnler funde of the Ministry of Defense 
with ea 50 per cent reduction from normal tariffs. The Traffic Administration 
was sot wp to control and implement the proviaione of this agreenent.

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This Branch is commosed of a chief and 22 control officers. Its baaic 
duties are the control of transnortation of militery versonnel end 
militery suvnlies, and it is comprised of @v0 “*7tions: the Credit and 


Traffic Sections. The following administrative functions ere verform>d: 


a. Checking of freight waybille end vassenger tickets received fron 
verious army unita to certify thet mileage and nrice tariffs have 
been correctly commuted. 


b. Control of 211 military trensvortation by rail, watervays and motor 
trensvort, , 


c. Sunervision st railroad terminale and stetions of large-scale troon 
movenents and of trensnorts connected with militery narades end ecle- 
brations. 


d. Distribution of oroner vrinted forms every three months for use hy 212 
arny units. 


During 1947, lectures were held for versonnel tice x veel: covering organ= 
ization of traffic, militery code, land surveying and identification of 
nrinted forms used in military esteblishments ané units. Lectures vore 
supolemented by vractical annlication: officers vere assigned to railroad 
stetions where they learned the rules and -rocedures rracticed by railrosd 
communication services and methods euvloyed in hanéling traffic. Theory 
lectures were delivered by officers of the Treffic Administration and of the 
winistry of Uationel Defense. 


it hes been decided to reorganize the branch in the following veyi 


a. Trensfer fron the Brench and attach to each army two or three officers 
on permanent assignoent. 


b. Set un within each army a Treffic “ection whose onerations shell develov 
accorcing to the methocs established by the Treffic adninistretion. 


c. Leeve with the Branch only six or eight officers who will be ree-onsible 
for central and final checlring of waybills end tickets »efore their 
presentation to the Financial Section, 
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This Branch is subedivided into saverel sections, enong which eve the 
Permanent Repair and ibmergency Reneair Sections. The Brench suvervises 
short-distance notorevehicle trensnortetion of troons and militecy sunclies. 
Longedistance hauling by truc's is used only as a lest resort. 


The Branch sunervises a fleet of mobile -orkshons and the moter no01 of 

Reer Headayvarters located on the outs'irts of Belgrede. motor trensvort of 
troons and sux-lies is effected by vehicles of the Rerr Headauarters motor 
rool {or "fleat") and by vehicles belonging to stateeouned. and omerated 
motor vehicle enternrises. There re ‘5 of these enternrises in Yugoelevia. 
when the need arises, the Treffic Administration sends an creer to the 
Gentral Automobile Administration of the fadersl renublic zoncerned, calling 
for e snecific number of vehicles to be vlaced at its disncsal. Sarly in 
1947 the Traffic Administretion received a sizeable shivsent of Soda 
vehicles from Czechoslovalia «yhich as evenly distributea among ell ermies and 
wdnistry of Untional Defense branches, 
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fhe Automotive Branch hes been conducting a series of lectures trice a 
veex for its officers covering?

defense is attached for liaison cuties to the ininistry of Cowmnicetions. 

This militery delegation hes its offices in the building oceucied by the 
winistry of Comiunications. The delegation is rasnonsible for wening recorés 
of military trensnorts of major tunortance, making up militery tredas, end 
working out traffic diayrems for militery trensnorts. ALL officors of the 
celaetion are 11 Partisan fighters, end all are Communist Perty meubere. 
The Traffic Adoinistrotion voris clocely through this group.

fhe Comuunist Party within the Ireffic Administration is organized along 
the usunl-lines edooted for every institution end unit. The whole Adnine 
istration is orgenized umon a network of Communist Party cells «hich in 

turn orerate their own "circles". The centrel cell, or Conmanist Party 
Comiittes, cormosed of the subordinete cells numbers over 100 members. | 

The secretery of the centrel cell holds the rank of hajor, lesues directives 
to the secretaries of the subordinate cells, end is himself resnonsible 

to the rolitical Branch of the Yugoslav Armed Forces.
